'Buzzing' An Act 
Of Provocation 


The irresponsible ‘ buzzing” of Allied planes 
flying through the Berlin air corridors at alti­ 
tudes the Soviets have arbitrarily staked out as 
their own has quite rightly drawn a stiff protest 
from the Western powers. 
Since 1945. when the four-power agree­ 
ments for the control and administration of 
newly defeated and divided Germany were 
signed, the Russians have consistently tried to 
chip away at the rights of the Western nations 
in Germany. 
By now everyone must realize what a source 
of international friction is the very existence of 
free West Berlin 
Our right of free access to 
West Berlin through and over Communist East 
Germany has been seriously interfered with 
often enough and in such ways that there is 
no longer any question that the Soviet Union 
would do its best to make our stay in Berlin 
uncomfortable as possible. 
The Western powers are more than justi­ 
fied in sending planes through the designated 
air lanes to Berlin at the times and altitiudes 
which the Russians would unilaterally reserve 
for their own flights. By so insisting on our 
rights we may be running a risk that an inci­ 
dent will occur that would have very serious 
consequences. 
But. as we have learned too 
often in dealing with the Soviets, it is some­ 
times necsesary to run very great risks in order 
to preserve our position and our rights. If we 
don't exercise a right, we soon lose it. And 
when we lose one, we soon lose others. And 
•till others. 
The buzzing of Allied planes by Soviet fight­ 
ers is an act of provocation and should be dealt 
with as such by the Western governments. Re­ 
peated protests and continued flights seem to 
be called for.

W nat he does not understand is that I am enthusiastic 
that it holds together at all. man having a way of 
baring everything apart as children tear paper dolls. 
We could, of course, make a worse mess than we have 
of the world we live in but the human mind and spirit 
emerges and find* justification for virtue and for life. 


My friend writes me 


‘ Holding a thing together despite an absurdity 
does not always represent significant statesman­ 
ship. 
In this rase it means holding together an 
organization which has become a peace-disturbing 
organization 
under 
the 
control 
of 
the 
Asian- 
African-Soviet bloc. which preaches and practices 
the holy mission of conducting wars of liberation 
and uses the UN as a forum for subversive propa­ 
ganda against other nations. It is true that the I N 
has certain success of mediation to its credit, hut 
the same things could have been accomplished by 
other devices without fostering a machine for world 
government which is in the hands of our enemies.** 


My friend finds in the UN the imperfections of an 
organization which lives by a majority vote, namely 
that the majority will often consist of the least intel­ 
ligent and will express itself in unsatisfactory ter­ 
minology. That happens ail the time in the United 
States when we are suddenly faced by some politician 
who*e manners ane undignified We shrug our shoulders 
and hope for the best and it often does work out 
surprisingly well. 
After all, none of the great statesmen of the world 
mere trained for their jobs — not Caesar or Napoleon, 
although Alexander was brought to light by none other 
than Aristotle who wrote so wisely or how men should 
govern themselves. 
We have done remarkably well by a hit and miss 
method, even rn this country where George Washington 
was advised by Alexander Hamilton and Thomas Jef­ 
ferson. extraordinary 
amateurs who risked success 
against the tide of the v iolence of their own opinions. 
What can be said of the United Nations is that it 
has existed less than twenty years and has not yet 
fallen apart: that its members do not all pay their 
dues and fees; that the white nations have failed to 
prove their supremacy for other reasons than the 
existence of the United Nations: that during a period 
of universal revolution and continuous war we have 
not discovered an alternative for war other than the 
United Nations. 


Is this perfection? 
Of course not’ 
It is a 
strident effort by man to find a technique for 
living together without constant war. 
It would be 
so much easier to hold the world together in great 
empires, to suppress every expression of indepen­ 


d e n c e and to have a council of five or ten to decide 
all Questions with unerring wisdom. 
• 


Unfortunately we sent too many black and yel­ 
low boys to school and they have read the same 
books that the white boys read and they wonder 
It certain rules of life hold for the whites. wh\ do 
I hex not hold for them. And they go in for biology 
and anthropologs and all the learned diseiplines and 
the* wonder what Is the essential difference be­ 
tween one group and another. 
And suddenly they 
discover the meaning of physical power. 


At that point we must either recognize the Biblical 
brotherhood of man or the biological kinship of species 
or we are licked by the majority vote in the United 
Nations. My friend does not like that. Too long, he 
has lived as „ superior man. glorying in his produc­ 
tion of the Greek 
poets, of Shakespeare. Goethe. 
Beethoven and Tchaikovsky and he asks the blacks 
and

what 
they 
have 
contributed 
to 
civilization 
I fear that if my friend does not choose murder 
av his device he must fry something like the United 
Nation* because we have gone too far.

Facts About Our Vietnam Activities Suppressed 


WASHINGTON - Sometimes it 


gets really difficult to explain to 


the people the news of what our 
government is doing. Often the 


facts are intentionally suppressed 


by the government itself for "se­ 


curity reasons.” But more often 


what appear to be contradictions 


in policy are not explained at all. 
Today the United States is en­ 
gaged in an undeclared war rn 
Southeast Asia. Congress has not 
authorized military action of any 
kind by our army units stationed 
in Vietnam. The explanation giv­ 
en is that a war officially isn t 
a war if the United States hap­ 
pens to be assisting the central 
government in a country that has 
asked for help. 
At his press conference on Feb­ 
ruary 7, President Kennedy had 
this to say: 
"There is a war going on in 
South Vietnam and I think there 
were over 500 killings . . . (There 
aret assassinations and bombings 
and the casualties are hign. . . . 
It is a subterranean war. a guer­ 
rilla war of increasing terocity. 
"The United States . . . has 
been assisting Vietnam economic­ 
ally . . . and also .-ent training 
groups out there, which have been 
expanded in recent weeks, as the 
attacks on the government and 
the people of South Vietnam have 
increased." 
This has not been regarded as 
an adequate explanation. It so 
happens that an American news­ 
man in Saigon, the capita! of 
Vietnam, trying to get tho facts 
on the ground, was frustrated in 
his attempts to uncover the truth 
and sent back this message to 
his publication: 
"Restrictions impos'd by the 
U. S. Embassy make it impossible 
to report fully on th*' extent of 
American 
participation 
in 
the 
war effort here. We are limited 
in our efforts to go out and see 
for ourselves exactly what the 
American forces are doing.

Since the foregoing message ap­ 
peared in print a few days ago, 
President Kennedy was asked at

For, 
more than any other person. Ly­ 
sander was responsible for the 4c 
stamp — Born in IBM on a farm 
in Athol, Mass , young Lysander 
Spooner studied law. pamphleteer­ 
ed and crusaded for half a dozen 
different causes . 
By 1844 dis­ 
content with the postal service 
was rampant. It cost 1BV to send 
a letter from Boston to New York, 
25c to Washington.

He had a 
solution He went into competition 
with the U. S. government Spoon­ 
er s American Letter Mail Com­ 
pany 
offered 
delivery 
between 
New York and Boston at 5c a let­ 
ter, regardless of weigh*. The pub­

His legal argument was 
clever The Constitution says Con­ 
gress shall carry mail 
But Ly­ 


sander argued, it doesn’t say a 
private citizen can t'

postal rate was possible In 1845, 
Congress lowered the rate to 5c 
for distances under 300 miles, by 
1831. it was down to dc where it 
stayed for years.
